GAMBETTA’S BIRTHDAY. 


Ina flowery, shrubsome corner of, 
Marseilles’ there is a rather fine 
statue of Gambetta, who‘was born at 
Cahors just 81 years ago today. In 
some respects he was a French 
Lloyd George.: He didn’t preach in 
chapels; but he was a shrewd states- 
man, a bit of an opportunist, and (as 
fone historian ‘puts it) he. had ‘ an 
eloquence, of invective which made 
him immediately . famous.” | France 
is not avbitilike Hongkong, somehow. 
If Gambetta had been arguing about 
our. “speed limit” questior, the 
lucid intellects. of the Automobile 
Association would ,have said he 
wasn’t up-to-date. In France, a 
journalist , who is conspicuously 
superior to his colleagues is admired 
and rewarded.
